structions. 
He also said it m ade no 
difference to him w hether property 
was appraised high or low. his only 
interest being that all should use the 
sam e basis, so th at in com paring 
tow nship to city or village to village 
each should bear only th eir just pro­ 
portion of the taxation burden.

The paper in full is as follows; 
Cuba. 
Cuba is the most w estern and the 
largest of the G reat AntilHes and was 
discovered bv Columbus in 1492. 
B e­ 
cause of its beauty and fertility, he 
first gave it the title of “The Pearl 
of the AntlRies." 
It was afterw ards 
nam ed Juana, 
in 
honor 
of 
Prince 
Juan, son ot Ferdinand and Isabella 
Later it w as called S antiago and again 
Ave Maria. 
The nam e Cuba is said to 
havp been given it by its native in 
inhabitants. 
At the tim e of its discovery Cuba 
is supposed to have had a |>opulation 
of about three hundred thousand and 
at 
the end of the century few of 
these survived, owing to the sam e 
severe bloody tactics which depopu 
lated Porto Rico. 
T he early history 
of Cuba was not, peaceful, the French, 


English ami Dutch attacked its shores. 
In 1762 it was invaded by the B ritish 
and about one-fourth of the island was 
surrendered to th e English, but it w as 
restored to Spain by treaty 
a few 
months later. 
The custom house at H avana at the 
present day is connected with the lii*- 
tory of this invasion. 
H avana was 
takt-u by the B ritish soldiers and at 
th at time this building was a Catholic 
church. 
The English used the build­ 
ing to hold their services In during 
the tim e of the invasion 
The Cubans 
considered it desecrated and 
never 
used tt afterw ards. 
It was rented 
from the C atholic church for a custom 
house until the second A m erican in 
tervention, when through Gov. Magoon 
it was purchased from the church by 
the governm ent. 
We ail know of the trouble which 
caused the 
Spanish-A m ericm 
w ar. 
The people of Cuba being deprived or 
office—heavily taxed and deprived of 
civil and religious liberty, a rebellon 
broke out 
which lasted for 10 years 
Under Gen 
W eyler the country peo­ 
ple w ere driven from theft 
hom es, 
their houses ami crops w ere destroy

that 
there is room for but one per­ 
son, 
and when two people meet the 
one on the outside must stop down 
into the street to pass. 
This is only

part of the city. The 
new 
part has beautiful wide streets 
with many small parks and fountains. 
|There are many 
interesting 
and 
amusing sights in Havana and it is a 
fit setting for a comic opera. 
As to the Cubans themselves, they 
are a degenerate race and many on 
them die of tuberculosis. 
They are a 
descendent of the Spaniard, a white 
man. 
Of course, there are 
many 
negroes but no color line has been 
drawn except in public clubs. 
Many of the negroes have become 
distinguished soldiers and statesmen 
but the vast majority of them live in 
squalid filth, ignorance and immoral 
ity. 
Of the white men, there are two 
distinct cla.-ses, the “guajreo,” or far­ 
ther and the town man. 
The ‘‘guajlero” lives in a little hut 
of the most rudimentary and prima- 
tive tyj*e. 
it is made entirely of the 
palm tree. 
The slender trunks set 
upright in the ground furnish 
the 
walls and the roof is made of the 
leaves of the palm. 
The leaves are 
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tied to poles which extend across the 
roof. 
They do not use nails in build-
